This  is  a  clear  propoHtion,  That  no 
nation  can  be  eminent  and  profperoiit 
without  a  prevailing  and  permanent 
public  fpirit  in  the  bulk  of  the  people. 
If  this  tpirit  is  confined  to  fome  indivi¬ 
duals  only,  it  will  operate  with  little  ef- 
feft.  It  mud  be  general,  or  It  cannot  be 
effc<diial.  If  it  animate  the  body  of  a 
people,  public  happinefs  will  attend  it, 
though  individual  members,  or  even 
whole  claffes  of  men,  (liould  be  regard- 
lefs  of  it. 

Suppofe,  for  example,  what  I  hope 
will  never  be  the  cafe,  that  the  generality 
of  our  nobility  in  this  country  had  even 
an  averGon  to  public  fpirit,  and  weakly 
imagined  that  the  aggrandizement  and 
intcreft  of  their  families  would  be  advan¬ 
ced  upon  oppoGte  principles,  yet  I  have 
no  doubt  that  a  (trong  public  fpirit  in 
the  reft  of  the  community  would  prevail, 
and  carry  on  the  progrefs  rf  improve¬ 
ment  and  public  good  in  our  country. 
In  the  Roman  ftate,  from  the  beginning, 
the  fpirit  of  the  patricians  was  partial  to 
themfelves,  and  tended  to  a  tyranny  over 
the  phonic ;  but  the  unremitting  public 
I  fpirit  of  the  people  prevailed,  and  tri¬ 
umphed  over  the  arift<x:racy.  The  word 
patriotlfm  is  no  longer  current.

By  public  fpirit  I  mean  a  hearty  and 
honeft  love  of  our  country;  a  fenfe  in 
^the  minds  of  men  of  poblic  good;  and  a 
zealous  defire  to  promote  it  on  all  occa- 
Gons,  and  by  all  fair  means. 

The  obje^ls  of  this  generous  fenti- 
ment  do  not  lie  in  the  dark*  They  are 
apparent,  and  are  much  the  fame  in  all 
ages,  and  in  every  country,  at  leaft  in 
every  free  country.  They  arc  principal¬ 
ly  Ihcfc — How  we  (hall  preferve  and  pro- 
te^  our  rights  and  liberties  from  all  op- 
prefUon  and  abufes  of  power,  whether  in 
the  king,  the  nobles,  the  magiftrates,  or 
minifters.of  the  revenue.— How  we  ftiall 
promote  private  virtue  and  good  manners 
as  the  true  fource  of  all  public  good.— By 
what  means  agriculture  (hall  be  impro- 
vedi  fo  lo  produce  the  greateft  plenty 
of  neceffary  things,  and  the  moderate 
luxuries  of  life :  —  And  laftly,  how  we 
are  to  encourage  the  (kill  and  induftry  of 
manufa^'urers  and  mechanics,  fo  as  to 
i^erc^fe  our  public  itock  of  wcaltbi  and.

import* 

The  Dutch,  the  French,  and  the  Eng- 
1i(h  people,  have  undoubtedly  more  pub¬ 
lic  fpirit,  and  are  confequently,  in  diffe¬ 
rent  ways,  more  diftinguilhed  than  any 
of  the  other  nations  in  Europe*  I  think 
our  people  of  Scotland  have  at  leaft  a 
bent  to  this  glorious  fpirit :  but'  1  havp 
lived  long,  and  cannot  help  nbferving. 
that  it  has  periods  .of  languifhing,  and 
requires  to  t»e  roufed*  This  is  not  the 
talk  of  one  man.  It  requires  the  con¬ 
currence  and  the  animating  powers  of 
many. — I  w^ould  gladly  contribute  my 
mite.— Let  my  countrymen  attend  to 
this  material  obfervation.  That,  in  the 
ftate  of  Scotland  Gncc  the  union,  we 
cannot  pofilbly  thrive  without  a  public 
fpirit  among  the  peopV,  becaufe  every 
favour  and  advantage  of  governtnent 
muft  Gow  to  South  Brjtain,  and  indeed 
locally  there,  chiefly  to  the  great  capital. 
Indolence  (I  will  not  fay  Ignorance), 
power  and  pleafure,  draw  our  great'  fa¬ 
milies,  and  their  rents  and  revenues  with 
them,  to  London.  1  fpeak  not  this  with 
any  view  to  a  narrow  national  diftinc- 
tion.  The  fame  obfervation  will  applp 
to  a  great  part  of  England.  Yorklhire, 
Northumberland,  Cumberland,  Wales, 
every  remote  province,  like  iik,  muA 
languifli  and  decay,  if  they  want  thp 
public  fpirit  which  I  mean  to  recon^- 
mend  ;  if  they  are  not  attentive  to  pro.- 
mote  local  agriculture,  mannf^^ure't 
and  trade,  fu  as  to  counterbalance  th^ 
di  fad  vantages  of  their  remote  (ituatloif, 
and  rccompence  themfelves  by  the  *  in- 
duftry  of  the  people  who  have  coofUntt 
rtGdcnce  in  thofe  feveral  provinces.

yet  manp^rovinces  of  England  have  flia- 
red  in  our  fufieriiigs^  by  a  jt|ft,  though 
partial  favour  of  the'government  to  this 
woolen,  and  ncgled  of , our  liiiep  manu- 
fa^ure'.

Common 
fenfe  tells  us,  America.  For  how  can 
Great  Britain  be  fuppofed  to  pay  for  this 
armament,  or  any  other,  that  is  employ¬ 
ed  for  the  protci^ion  of  the  whole  trade, 
when  flie  doth  not  receive  above  one 
third  of  the  profits  of  it  ?  There  is  a 
vulgar  faying,  not  lefs  true  than  com¬ 
mon,  That  as  we  make  our  beds,  fo 
ought  we  to  lie  down  on  them.  And 
he  who  is  the  caufe  of  any  evil,  ought 
not  to  murmur  at  the  tffeds  of  it.  So 
with  regard  to  America.  If  fhe  has 
plunged  us  into  an  enormous  load  of 
debt,  which  was  the  confequence  of  the 
lalt  war,  (he  (hould  be  the  lafl  to  mur¬ 
mur  when  called  upon  to  help  us  out  of 
it.  However,  as  we  live  under  one  fo- 
vereign,  and  unite  againft  one  common 
enemy,  and  as  fometimes  England  may 
be  the  caufe  of  a  w'ar,  and  fometimes  A- 
mcrica,  it  is  very  juft  that  we  (hould 
both  of  us  contiibuteour  quota  and  takq 
the  chances. 

But  further,— As  America,  under  our 
colours,  and  under  our  protection,  fail 
their  vclfels  into  any  port  of  the  univerfe, 
and  draw  very  great  profits  from  it,  then 
furely  it  is  very  right  and  rcafon able  they 
fliould  make  us  fomc  proper  acknowledg- 
toicnt  for  it.  “  Doth  Job  ferve  God  for 
nought'*  is,  and  muft  be,  the  language  of 
all  governments. 

Before  1  conclude,  I  muft  fay  that  the 
rniniftry  at  this  time  difplay  a  great  deal 
of  firmnefs  and  magnanimity  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  Americans,  and  (hould  they 
faceted,  ftatues  ought  to  be  crcCtcd  to 
their  memory;  and  fhould  they  mifear* 
ry,  they  dcfcrvc  our  bigheft  gratitude ; 


becaufe  their  intentions  are  virtuouf  and 
honourable. 

The  rniniftry  are  fighting  ogrbattlea* 
and  not  their  own  ;  *ti8  to  bring  monef 
into  the  public  coffers,  and  not  their 
own ;  ’tis  to  eafe  us  of  our  taxes,  or  to 
prevent  new'  ones  from  being  laid  on, 
they  are  now  contending  for;  and  therefore 
it  is  very  ungenerous  and  very  ungrate¬ 
ful  in  our  public  writers  to  attack  them 
as  they  do.  *Tis  enough  that  they  bear 
the  infults  of  the  Americans,  without 
fhofe  additional  inlults  of  their  own 
countrymen.  Befides,  we  (hould  confi- 
der  that  the  ftrength  of  thefe  Americana 
lies  wholly  in  our  weaknefs,  or,  in  other 
words,  in  our  difunion;  for  Troy  would 
never  have  held  out  fo  long,  had  it  not 
been  for  thofe  divifions  amongft  the 
Grecian  chiefs.

might  be  immediately  let  dowm,  but 
they  refufed,  faying  it  was  a  private 
road,  and  that  he  had  no  authority  to 
demand  a  pallage  that  w’ay :  on  this  he 
determined  to  ferry  a  few  men  over  in  a 
gondola  (which  then  lay  on  the  bank)  as 
foon  as  it  could  be  got  afloat ;  the  people 
difeovering  bit  intention,  immediately 
jumped  into  her,  and  with  axes  cut 
through  her  bottom :  col.  Lcflie  feeing 
this,  ordered  a  party  to  drive  them  out 
of  her ;  fomc  of  the  people  however  hav¬ 
ing  obflinately  retofed  to  quit  her»  the 
foldiero  were  obliged  to  ufe  force ;  upon 
this  a  clergymah  complained  of  the  ufiige 
the  iebabitants  were  rccciTiog,  when  col* 
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LcQlf^told  him,  that  if;  the  bridge  waS; 
not  imokdiatdy  let  down,  they  might 
expert  worfc treatment;  the  clergyman 
then  prevailed  with  the  proprietor  to  let 
down  the  bridge,  and  the  troops  march* 
ed  on,  leaving  a  party  in  pblfedion  of 
the  bridge  till  they  returned^  which  they^ 
foon  did,  it  being  dark,  and  hearing  no* 
thing  more  of  the  trucks  they  went,  in 
IVarch  of ;  they  then  went  baejt  to  Mar¬ 
blehead,  and  embarked'  on  board  the 
tranfpurt  between  eight  and' nine  o’clock 
that  night,  and  returned  next  day  to 
Bofton.

The  .  report  is*,  that  Q)d 
has  been  concerned'  in  feme  dangerpu^ 
confpiracics  againlt  the  Ruffian  govern* 
ment. 

By  the  lafl  accounts  from  Ratifbon,bp 
the  way  of  Strafburgh,  we  learn,  thatfc*

livres,  and  a  lafe  condut^  under  his  moft  . 
Chriftian  raajclly’s  own  hand,  and  coun- 
tcrligucd  by  the  miniftcr  and  Iceretary 
of  (fate,  the  marquis  could  not  prevaU 
on  the  chevalier  to  depart  this  country; 
the  chevalier  (after  the  example  of  the 
brave  and  virtuous  Chaloiais)  infilling 
on  a  temporary  re-eftablilhmcnt  in  bi$ 
poft  of  plenipotentiary,  which  he  occu¬ 
pied  with  diltiix^ion  at  the  conclufion  of 
the  lalt  peace,  and  from  which  madame 
de  Pompadour,  with  a  cabal  of  the  great, 
by  little  and  bale  intrigues, expelled  him, 
with  as  much  cruelty  as  injufticc,  hii 
innocence  having  been  recognized  by  the 
late,  aa  well  as  prefent  king.

fwer,  further  than  laying,  if  he  were  Tel 
at  liberty  he  would  have  no  dilficulty  of 
procuring  thefe.  It  appears  he  lately 
fold  a  horfe  in  th^  ^rais- market  for  fif¬ 
teen  guineas;  and  be  uys  he  has  ano¬ 
ther  to  fell.  He  was  committed  to  the 
tolbo'jih. — There  having  been  great  rea- 
fon  to  believe  that  he  is  the  fame  perfon 
that  was  advertifed,  feme  time  ago,  in 
the  news*  papers,  under  the  name  of 
John  Gairdncr  or  John  Murray,  as  ha¬ 
ving  broke  the  rriion  of  Dundee,  feme 
of  the  town  officers  of  that  place,  in 
conrccjucnce  of  a  lettcr.'fcnt  for  that  pur- 
poie,  arrived  here  on  Tuefday,  and  were 
examined  before  the  ma^ifirates  as  to 
the  identity  of  Murray*  They  declared 
he  was  .the  fame  perfon  who  broke  that 
prifon,  and  for  the  apprehending  of  whom 
a  reward  was  offered;  notwithfianding 
which  be  (till  perfUted  in  his  denial. — 
Wc  are  informed  be  was  fugitate  fome 
time  ago  ai  the  circuit-court  at  Perth, 
Tor  not  appearing  to  (land  trial  for  a  rob- 
.  bery  of  which  be  was  then  accufed.
